COUNCIL  OF  ASSOCIATES  MEETS  IN  TORONTO 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Institute's 
Council  of  Associates  took  place  in  Toronto, 

May  19,  1977.  The  Council  of  Associates  con- 
sists of  36  of  the  most  senior  academic  per- 
sonnel in  Ukrainian  studies  in  Canadian  uni- 
versities. Nominated  to  the  Council  by  the 
Institute's  executive,  the  Associates'  primary 
role  is  to  aid  the  Institute's  function  as  a 
national  coordinating  body. 

The  meeting  of  the  Council  opened  with  a 
report  by  Dr.  M.  Lupul,  Director  of  the  CIUS, 
in  which  he  outlined  the  Institute's  main 
alms  and  programs.  He  also  stressed  the  need 
for  Ukrainian  studies  development  at  all  major 
Canadian  campuses,  and  outlined  how  the  Institute 
could  assist  in  achieving  this  objective. 

The  major  item  on  the  Council's  agenda 
was  a report  by  Mr.  Bohdan  Krawchenko,  Research 
Associate  of  the  CIUS,  on  "Ukrainian  Studies 
Courses  at  Canadian  Universities."  The  117- 
page  report  tabled  at  the  meeting  dealt  with  the 
structure  of  Ukrainian  studies  courses  in  Ca- 
nada, student  enrolment  and  responsiveness  to 
these  courses,  non-university  post-secondary 
education,  Ukrainian  studies  teaching  staff, 
trends  in  Canadian  university  education  and 
their  possible  Impact  on  Ukrainian  studies, 
and  some  Important  characteristics  of  Ukral- 
nian-Canadlan  youth,  in  particular  their  levels 
of  educational  achievement  and  language  reten- 
tion. 

A long  and  frank  discussion  ensued  follo- 
wing the  report.  Questions  such  as  the  Asso- 
ciates' role  in  the  development  of  Ukrainian 
studies  programs  and  courses,  the  development 
of  textbooks,  interdisciplinary  seminars, 
exchanges  with  the  USSR  and  eastern  Europe, 
and  the  role  of  university  staff  in  the  deve- 
lopment of  Ukrainian  programs  in  elementary  and 
secondary  schools  were  canvassed.  Two  signi- 
ficant specific  outcomes  were: 

1.  the  agreement  of  Dr.  Bohdan  Boclurklw, 
Carleton  University,  to  present  a 
verbal  report  at  the  next  meeting  on  the 
numerous  intricacies  of  staff  and 
student  exchanges  with  the  Soviet  Union 
and  eastern  Europe,  and 

2.  the  willingness  of  the  seven  members  from 
the  University  of  Manitoba  to  present  a 
written  report  on  language  textbooks  in 
use  at  the  ^university  level  with  a view 
to  eliminating,  or  at  least  minimizing, 
duplication  as  much  as  possible. 

The  meeting  ended  with  a summary  of  the 
day's  proceedings  provided  by  Dr.  I.  L.  Rud- 
nytsky.  Associate  Director  of  the  CIUS. 


In  the  evening,  a session  of  historians  and 
political  scientists  organized  by  Dr.  Rudnyt- 
sky  and  Dr.  L.  Wynar  of  Kent  State  University, 
president  of  the  Ukrainian  Historical  Associa- 
tion in  the  USA,  met  to  plan  an  historical 
conference  on  Ukraine  for  June  1978  (reported 
below) . 

In  connection  with  the  Associates'  meeting, 
the  following  day  sessions  of  the  Conference  on 
Ukrainian  Studies  of  the  Canadian  Association  of 
Slavists  were  held,  and  were  attended  by  the 
general  academic  public  (reported  below).  Both 
the  Associates'  Council  and  the  Conference  on 
Ukrainian  Studies  were  held  at  the  same  location 
and  immediately  prior  to  the  biennial  convention 
of  the  Ukrainian  Canadian  Professional  and  Busi- 
ness Federation  in  order  to  allow  academic 
participation  in  the  Federation's  panel  discus- 
sions and  public  sessions.  The  strong  academic 
presence  at  the  convention  helped  to  establish 
closer  relations  between  the  leaders  in  Ukrai- 
nian studies  and  the  community  they  serve. 

FEDERATION  FEATURES  INSTITUTE  AT  BIENNIAL 
CONFERENCE 

The  fourth  biennial  conference  of  the 
Ukrainian  Canadian  Professional  and  Business 
Federation  took  place  at  the  Hyatt-Regency 
Hotel  in  Toronto,  May  21-23,  and  featured  the 
Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies  as  one 
of  its  principal  concerns.  The  Institute  was 
represented  by  a large  attendance  from  its 
Associates,  by  various  Institute  speakers, 
and  by  a full-scale  exhibit  of  the  CIUS  materials 
arranged  and  managed  by  Mrs.  Luba  Petryshyn 
and  other  Institute  staff. 

Among  the  speakers  at  the  Conference, 

Dr.  M.  Lupul,  Mr.  B.  Krawchenko,  Mr.  W.R. 
Petryshyn,  Dr.  G.  Luckyj  and  Dr.  I.  Rudnytsky 
of  the  Institute  made  formal  presentations  on 
a wide  range  of  subjects:  the  Institute's 
research  and  publishing  plans,  the  contempo- 
rary situation  in  Ukraine,  and  the  position  of 
Ukrainians  in  the  national  unity  debate. 

A major  development  was  the  election  of 
a new  executive  and  board  of  directors  for 
the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies 
Foxindation,  whose  main  purpose  is  to  provide 
funds  to  support  academic  work  which  is 
beyond  the  Institute's  budget.  An  example 
is  the  publication  of  a four-volume  alphabet- 
ical encyclopaedia  of  Ukraine  in  English  .

The  executive  and  board  of  directors  of 
the  Foundation  plan  to  raise  $1,000,000  before 
the  end  of  1978  through  a fund-raising  campaign 
which  has  been  undexway  since  last  April. 

CONFERENCE  ON  UKRAINIAN  STUDIES 

This  year's  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference 
on  Ukrainian  Studies  (founded  in  1974  within  the 
framework  of  the  Canadian  Association  of  Slavists) 
was  held  immediately  after  sessions  of  the  CIUS 
Council  of  Associates.  In  the  morning,  the 
CIUS  director.  Dr.  Lupul,  and  the  associate 
directors,  Drs.  Luckyj  and  Rudnytsky,  outlined 
"The  Policies  and  Programs  of  the  Canadian 
Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies,"  followed  by 
discussion.  In  the  afternoon,  two  scholarly  pa- 
pers were  read  by  Drs.  Constantine  Bida  and  Alex- 
ander Baran,  entitled  "Early  Ukrainian  Primers, 
Sixteenth  to  the  Early  Eighteenth  Century"  and 
"The  Crimean  Tatars  and  the  Zaporozhian  Cossacks 
at  the  Beginning  of  the  Seventeenth  Century" 
respectively.  The  session  concluded  with  a busi- 
ness meeting  at  which  the  following  were  elected 
to  the  executive  of  the  Conference  for  1977-78: 
Peter  J.  Potichnyj , McMaster  University  (presi- 
dent) , Constantine  Blda,  University  of  Ottawa 
(past  president),  Roman  Serbyn,  Universite  de 
Quebec  a Montreal  (vice  president),  Bohdan 
Harasymiw,  University  of  Calgary  (secretary). 

INTERNATIONAL  MEETING  OF  UKRAINIAN  LIBRARIANS 

Under  the  Institute's  sponsorship,  a work- 
shop of  specialists  in  Ukrainian  library  collec- 
tions was  held  April  30  and  May  1 at  the  Park 
Plaza  Hotel  in  Toronto.  The  workshop  heard  five 
speakers:  Dr.  M.  Lupul,  "The  Role  of  the  Canad- 

ian Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies  in  Ukrainian 
Library  Collections  in  Canada";  Mr.  W.R.  Petryshyn, 
"Computer  Facilities  and  Their  Use  in  Coordinating 
Ukrainian  Library  Collections";  Mr.  A.  Gregorovich, 
"The  Coordination  of  Ukrainian  Collections  in 
Canada:  Suggestions,  Problems,  and  Possibi- 

lities"; Mr.  E.  Kasinec,  "The  Harvard  Approach 
to  Ukrainian  Library  Collections",  and  Dr.  G. 

S.N.  Luckyj,  "A  Synthesis."  Mr.  Gregorovich, 
librarian  at  the  University  of  Toronto,  is  pre- 
sident of  the  Ontario  Library  Association  and 


Mr.  Kasinec  is  research  bibliographer  and  libra- 
rian at  the  Harvard  Ukrainian  Research  Institu- 
te. Others  invited  to  the  workshop  were  Mrs. 
Irena  Bell,  Multilingual  Biblioservlce,  Natio- 
nal Library  of  Canada;  Mr.  Roman  Malanchuk, 
Slavonic  Division,  the  New  York  Public  Library; 
Mr.  Wasyl  Nadraga,  Slavonic  Section,  the  Library 
of  Congress;  Mrs.  Nell  Nakoneczny  and  Miss 
Marusla  Borodacz,  of  the  UNF  (Toronto)  Community 
Centre  Library;  Miss  Piaseckyj  of  the  University 
of  Ottawa  Library;  Mr.  Storoshchuk,  Ukrainian 
Librarians  Association  of  Canada  and  Oshawa 
Public  Library;  Mr.  K.  Mykytchuk,  North  York 
Public  Library;  Dr.  Celestin  Suchowersky, 
University  of  Alberta  Library;  and  Mr.  Wasyl 
Veryha,  University  of  Toronto  Library.  The 
workshop  had  a number  of  visitors,  including 
Dr.  I.  Rudnytsky  and  Dr.  B.  Medwidsky  of  the 
University  of  Alberta,  and  Mrs.  Luba  Pendsey  of 
the  University  of  Toronto  Library.  Mr.  Roman 
Senkus,  administrative  assistant  in  the  CIUS 
Toronto  office,  was  recording  secretary. 

In  the  extensive  discussions,  which 
followed  each  speaker's  presentation,  many 
suggestions  were  made  about  the  role  the  Insti- 
tute and  a professional  association  of  libra- 
rians in  Ukrainian  studies  might  play.  The 
highest  priority  was  assigned  to  a union  cata- 
logue of  Ukrainian  library  holdings  in  Canada 
and  some  principal  American  centres.  As  a 
result,  a committee  of  five  was  created  to 
prepare  a research  proposal  to  produce  a 
union  catalogue(s)  of  Ukrainian  holdings  in  North 
America.  The  committee  consists  of:  Mr.  Gre- 
gorovich (chairman),  Mr.  Veryha,  Mrs.  Nakoneczny, 
Dr.  Budurowycz  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  and 
Mr.  Kasinec.  In  August  the  director  of  the 
CIUS  met  with  Mr.  Gregorovich  and  an  advance  of 
$500  towards  the  research  grant  was  agreed  to 
in  order  to  bring  the  committee  together. 

Further  developments  will  depend  on  the  Com- 
mittee's recommendations. 

INSTITUTE  AND  UNIVERSITY  OF  ALBERTA  LIBRARY 
PURCHASE  V.  HOLUBNYCHY  LIBRARY 

In  May  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian 
Studies  and  the  University  of  Alberta  Library 
purchased  the  library-archives  of  the  late  Dr. 
Vsevolod  Holubnychy. 

Dr.  Holubnychy  was  born  in  Bohodukhiv, 
Kharkiv  oblast,  Ukraine,  on  June  5,  1928.  He 
studied  in  the  Institute  of  Modern  Languages, 
Augsburg,  Germany  (1947-50),  and  completed  his 
M.A.  (1955)  and  Ph.D.  (1971)  in  economics  at 
Columbia  University  (1955-56)  and  carried  out 
research  at  the  University  of  Chicago  (1955, 

1961)  and  at  the  Institute  of  Asian  Studies, 
Hamburg,  Germany  (1963-65).  Dr.  Holubnychy  was 
a lecturer  (1962-71),  an  assistant  professor 
(1971-72) , and  from  1973  until  his  death  an  asso- 
ciate professor  of  economics  at  Hunter  College 
of  the  City  University  of  New  York.  He  was  a 
member  of  a number  of  professional  societies, 
and  was  on  the  governing  board  of  the  Ukrai- 
nian Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  in  the  Uni- 
ted States. 


Dr.  Holubnychy  was  editor  of  the  sections 
on  economics  and  Soviet  studies  in  the 
Ukrainian-language  Encyclopaedia  of  Ukraine 
(Shevchenko  Scientific  Society,  Paris)  and 
himself  contributed  about  500  printed  pages 
to  the  publication.  In  addition,  he  prepared 
most  of  the  section  on  "The  National  Economy," 
Part  X,  pp.  669-1004,  of  Volume  2 of  the 
English-language  Ukraine;  A Concise  Encyclo- 
paedia (Toronto:  University  of  Toronto  Press, 
1971),  and  also  served  as  its  co-editor,  1968- 
1971.  He  was  to  have  been  the  editor  of  the 
sections  on  economics  and  the  history  of 
Soviet  Ukraine  in  the  forthcoming  four-volume 
English-language  Encyclopaedia  of  Ukraine. 

As  a specialist  in  economic  theory,  com- 
parative economic  systems,  and  socialist  econo- 
mies, Dr.  Holubnychy  contributed  chapters  to 
several  well-known  works.  Including  V.N.  Bandera 
and  Z.L.  Melnyk  (eds.),  the  Soviet  Economy  in 
Regional  Perspective  (New  York:  Praeger,  1973) 
and  E.  Goldhagen  (ed.).  Ethnic  Minorities  in  the 
Soviet  Union  (New  York;  Praeger,  1968).  A text- 
book co-authored  by  Dr.  Holybnychy  and  A.R. 
Oxenfeldt,  Economic  Systems  in  Action;  The  Uni- 
ted States,  the  Soviet  Union,  and  France  (New 
York:  Holt,  Rinehart  and  Winston,  1965),  was 
translated  into  Swedish  and  Spanish.  Dr.  Holub- 
nychy also  published  a large  number  of  articles 
on  various  topics  in  scholarly  journals. 

Dr.  Holubnychy  was  active  in  Ukrainian  emi- 
gre political  circles,  most  notably  as  editor 
from  the  late  forties  to  the  mid-fifties  of  the 
controversial  newspaper,  Vpered  (Forward),  for 
which  he  wrote  a large  number  of  articles. 

Dr.  Holubnychy' s personal  library  contains 
about  6,000  titles.  They  deal  primarily  with 
the  Soviet,  Ukrainian,  and  East  European  econo- 
mies, but  also  include  a considerable  number  of 
reference  works,  books,  and  periodicals  relating 
to  politics,  history,  and  law  in  the  Ukrainian 
S.S.R.  Acquired  also  were  Dr.  Holubnychy' s per- 
sonal papers  and  several  unpublished  manuscripts. 
The  University  of  Alberta  Library  is  now  proces- 
sing its  contents. 

ST.  ANDREW'S  COLLEGE  TO  OFFER  POLITICAL 
SCIENCE  COURSE 

St.  Andrew's  College,  University  of  Manito- 
ba, will  offer  its  first  political  science  course 
in  1977-78  entitled  "Government,  Politics,  and 
Society  in  Soviet  Ukraine."  The  course  on  cont- 
emporary developments  will  be  taught  by  Dr.  D.W. 
Daycock  of  the  Department  of  Political  Science. 
The  Introductory  course  will  analyze  the  admini- 
strative and  party  structures  in  Ukraine,  the 
role  of  the  Ukrainian  SSR,  political  elites  in 
the  policy-making  process  of  the  USSR,  and  the 
impact  of  Soviet  cultural  policy  on  Ukrainian 
society. 

St.  Andrew's  has  received  a grant  of  $3,000 
as  "seed  money"  from  the  Canadian  Institute  of 
Ukrainian  Studies  to  launch  the  course  as  part 


of  the  Institute's  policy  of  encouraging  program 
development  in  universities  across  Canada.  If 
enrolment  warrants  it,  the  course  will  become 
a permanent  part  of  the  College's  offerings. 

INSTITUTE  ORGANIZES  TEACHERS'  WORKSHOP 

The  first  teachers'  workshop  organized  by 
the  Institute,  with  the  close  cooperation  of 
Mrs.  Anna  Eliuk,  Curricular  Assistant,  Alberta 
Education,  and  Mr.  Eugene  Ewanyshyn  and  Mrs.  Joana 
Janis,  tonsi/ltants  for  the  Ukrainian  bilingual 
program  in  the  separate  and  public  school  sys- 
tems respectively,  was  held  from  August  29  to 
September  1 in  the  Education  Centre  at  the 
University  of  Alberta.  The  four-day  in-service 
sessions  concentrated  on  the  English-Ukrainian 
bilingual  program  in  Edmonton's  elementary 
schools  and  were  attended  by  a daily  average  of 
fifteen  teachers  on  a voluntary  basis. 

Participating  in  the  program  were  Dr.  Sharon 
Lapkin  of  the  Modern  Languages  Centre  at  the 
Ontario  Institute  for  Studies  in  Education  in 
Toronto,  Mr.  George  Zerebecky,  Ukrainian  Language 
Consultant,  Department  of  Education,  Saskatoon, 
Saskatchewan,  and  Mrs.  Anna  Eliuk.  Dr.  Lapkin 
discussed  the  "Implications  of  French  Immersion 
Research  Findings  for  the  Ukrainian  Bi- 
lingual Programs  in  Alberta,"  Mrs.  Eliuk 
presented  the  "General  Objectives  of  Alberta's 
Bilingual  Program,"  in  which  she  outlined  the 
grammatical  progression  for  each  grade  level 
and  explained  the  manner  of  using  materials 
being  prepared  by  the  Department,  and  Mr. 

Zerebecky  concentrated  on  methods  and  techni- 
ques to  involve  children  in  communication  as 
much  as  possible.  He  also  emphasized  vocabu- 
lary and  grammatical  structures  relevant  to 
Alberta's  Ukrainian  bilingual  program.  The 
workshop's  emphasis  throughout  was  practical, 
and  the  general  consensus  was,  that  the  experience 
went  a long  way  to  make  classroom  work  more 
effective.  It  was  also  felt  that  additional 
sessions  of  a comparable  nature  were  needed. 


RESEARCH  GRANTS  AWARDED 

The  Institute  has  awarded  six  additional 
research  grants  since  the  last  issue  of  the 
"Newsletter"  appeared.  On  April  12  Dr.  P.  Po- 
tichnyj , Department  of  Political  Science,  McMas- 
ter  University,  was  granted  $4,460  for  a project 
entitled  "Political  Thought  of  the  Ukrainian 
Underground."  The  aim  of  this  project  is  to 
collect  and  translate  the  most  significant  theo- 
retical, programmatic  and  ideological  works  of 
underground  publicists  involved  in  the  Ukrai- 
nian resistance  movement  during  and  immediately 
after  World  War  II. 

Mr.  Bohdan  Krawchenko,  Department  of  Politi- 
cal Science,  University  of  Alberta,  and  research 
associate  of  the  Institute,  has  been  awarded  a 
grant  of  $2,210  for  a "Profile  Study  of  Ukrai- 
nian Dissidents."  The  aim  of  the  project  is  to 


compile  and  process  data  on  Ukrainian  dissidents 
from  several  important  samvydav  sources  and  ob- 
tain correlations  for  a nianber  of  important 
variables  from  this  data. 

Dr.  I.L.  Rudnytsky,  Department  of  History, 
University  of  Alberta,  and  Associate  Director  of 
the  Institute,  was  awarded  a research  grant  of 
$4,550  to  edit,  together  with  Dr.  0.  Subtelny  of 
Hamilton  College,  N.Y. , a collection  of  inter- 
pretative essays  dealing  with  key  problems  in 
Ukrainian  history,  from  antiquity  to  the  post- 
World  War  II  era. 

Dr.  A.  Malycky,  Department  of  Germanic  and 
Slavic  Studies,  University  of  Calgary,  has  been 
granted  $1,702  to  prepare  an  English  transla- 
tion of  Vasyl  A.  Chumer’s  Spomyny  (Memoirs)  for 
publication  by  the  Institute.  Chumer's  Spomyny 
was  one  of  the  earliest  extensive  works  to  des — 
cribe  the  Ukrainian- Canadian  historical  experience 
as  perceived  by  Ukrainian  settlers. 

Dr.  I.  Tesla  of  Ottawa  has  received  a $2,000 
grant  to  complete  his  research  on  concentration 
camps  for  Ukrainians  in  Austria  during  World 
War  I. 

Drs.  0.  Pritsak  and  I.  Sevcenko  of  the 
Harvard  Ukrainian  Research  Institute  in  the 
U.S.  have  been  awarded  a research  grant  of  $2,975 
for  a project  entitled  "Essays  in  the  History  of 
the  Ukraine  to  the  Seventeenth  Century."  The 
purpose  of  the  project  is  to  prepare  a text  ba- 
sed on  lectures  given  jointly  by  Professors 
Pritsak  and  Sevcenko  which  would  be  valuable  in 
giving  a general  introduction  to  the  history  of 
Ukraine.

MEETING  DISCUSSES  UKRAINIAN  HISTORICAL  CONFE- 
RENCE 

A meeting  of  historians  and  political 
scientists  in  Ukrainian  studies  was  held  in 
Toronto  on  May  20,  1977,  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  Dr.  Rudnytsky.  Besides  several  Canadian 
Ukrainian  scholars,  the  meeting  was  attended 
by  the  following  colleagues  from  the  United  Sta- 
tes: Drs.  Orest  Subtelny  (Hamilton  College, 

Clinton,  N.Y.),  Frank  Sysyn  (Harvard  Universi- 
ty), and  Lubomyr  R.  Wynar  (Kent  State  Universi- 
ty, Ohio).  The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to 
lay  the  foundations  for  a future  conference  in 
Ukrainian  history.  Dr.  Wynar,  executive  secre- 
tary of  the  Ukrainian  Historical  Association 
and  editor  of  the  journal  Ukrainskyi  istoryk 
(The  Ukrainian  Historian) , presented  his  ideas 
and  suggestions  concerning  the  conference. 

The  meeting  agreed  that: 

1.  the  conference  will  take  place  in  the 

spring  of  1978,  together  with  the  Confe- 
rence on  Ukrainian  Studies  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Learned  Societies,  London, 
Ontario ; 
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2.  the  conference  will  include  scholars  from  the 
USA  and  Canada; 

3.  the  conference  will  be  organized  jointly  by 
the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies, 
the  Harvard  Ukrainian  Research  Institute,  and 
the  Ukrainian  Historical  Association; 

4.  the  Canadian  Institute  will  finance  the  con- 
ference, including  the  subsequent  publication 
of  proceedings; 

5.  the  preparatory  conanittee  for  the  conference 
will  consist  of  Drs.  Rudnytsky,  Sysyn,  and 
Wynar. 

SUMMER  BILINGUAL  PROJECT  SUCCESSJUL 

In  cooperation  with  the  Ukrainian 
Bilingual  Language  Association  (UBIA)  of  the 
public  and  separate  school  systems,  the 
Parents'  Advisory  Committee  (PAC)  of  the 
Catholic  school  system,  and  the  Ukrainian 
Canadian  Committee  of  Edmonton,  in  the 
spring  of  1977,  six  students  from  the 
University  of  Alberta  applied  to  the  Stu- 
dent Community  Service  Program  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  a student  summer  works  grant 
to  enable  them  to  visit  the  homes  of  people 
who  might  be  interested  in  sending  their 
children  into  the  kindergarten  or  Grade  I 
classes  of  Edmonton's  Ukrainian  - Eiaglish  bilin- 
gual immersion  program.  The  project  was  appro- 
ved, but  the  funds  available  allowed  only  three 
student-workers : Andrij  Makuch  (History) , 

Yuri  Stebelsky  (Community  Development) , and 
Irka  Scharabun  (Education) . 

From  the  beginning,  the  project  was  struc- 
tured to  achieve  a number  of  objectives:  to 
produce  and  distribute  information  on  the  bilin- 
gual program;  to  visit  homes  and  speak  to  par- 
ents about  the  immersion  program;  and  to  distri- 
bute and  collect  a questionnaire  filled  out  by 
those  who  did  and  did  not  participate  in  the 
program. 

The  project  team  prepared  a kit  consisting 
of  a letter,  brochure,  and  questionnaire,  which 
was  mailed  to  approximately  300  addresses  pro- 
vided by  the  public  school  board  and  90  provi- 
ded by  PAC.  House  visitations  followed,  parti- 
cularly in  residential  areas  where  new  children 
might  strengthen  attendance  at  low-enrolment 
schools.  The  visitations  were  quite  success- 
ful, and  over  20  new  registrants  were  obtained 
for  the  Ukrainian  immersion  program. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  project  period  the 
questionnaire  was  mailed  to  approximately  250 
families  who  had  previously  enrolled  their 
children  in  the  program.  After  a telephone 
follow-up,  218  questionnaires  were  returned. 

Data  from  the  questionnaires  has  now  been  coded 
and  punched  onto  computer  cards  and  is  being 
analyzed  for  inclusion  in  a final  report  to  be 
released  soon. 

The  project  workers,  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  Mr.  Myroslaw  Kohut,  president  of 
UBLA,  reported  excellent  cooperation  from  the 
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Department  of  Education,  both  school  systems 
and  parental  organizations,  the  Ukrainian  com- 
munity, and  a number  of  resource  people. 

In  general,  it  was  felt  that  the  project  deve- 
loped a model  for  community  involvement  in  edu- 
cation which  should  be  repeated  annually. 

SEMINARS  ENCOURAGED  AT  CANADIAN  UNIVERSITIES 

The  Institute  encourages  the  establishment 
of  seminar  series  on  Ukrainian  and  Ukrainian- 
Canadian  topics  at  Canadian  universities  as  part 
of  its  responsibility  to  further  and  coordinate 
academic  research  on  Ukrainian  and  Ukrainian- 
Canadian  topics  in  education,  history,  the  huma- 
nities, law,  and  the  social  sciences.  It  is 
hoped  that  other  universities  will  follow  the 
lead  given  by  the  Universities  of  Alberta  and 
Toronto  where  seminar  series  were  established 
in  1976-77  and  are  continuing  in  1977-78. 

It  is  suggested  that  seminar  series  be 
developed  by  members  of  the  Institute's  Coun- 
cil of  Associates  in  conjunction  with  Ukrainian 
Students'  Clubs,  and  included  in  the  Clubs' 
programs  as  a non-credit  academic  extension  of 
their  activities. 

All  seminars  will  be  reported  in  this 
Newsletter  in  the  same  form  as  those  written 
up  in  the  last  issue  (February  - March  1977). 
Papers  presented  at  the  seminars  should  be 
submitted  to  the  Journal  of  Ukrainian  Gra- 
duate Studies  for  publication.  Such  seminars 
could  help  to  facilitate  national  speaking 
tours  at  very  little  cost  to  the  university  or 
club  involved.

LIBRARY  ACQUISITIONS 

To  the  Institute,  with  its  research 
interests  mainly  in  the  social  sciences,  the 
humanities,  history,  and  education,  the  library, 
as  the  Institute's  laboratory,  is  of  major 
concern.  The  Institute  acquires  certain  mate- 
rials in  order  to  complement  the  holdings  of  the 
University  of  Alberta  Library  in  the  areas  of 
Ukrainian  and  Ukrainian-Canadian  studies. 

To  date,  approximately  400  titles  have 
been  ordered  including  books,  theses,  newspapers, 
pamphlets,  brochures,  handbooks,  dictionaries, 
bibliographies,  catalogues,  and  others.  Dates 
of  publication  range  from  the  early  1900s  to 
the  present.  All  disciplines  are  represented, 
and  the  period  covered  ranges  from  pre-historic 
to  modem  times. 

INSTITUTE  IN  NEW  LOCATION 

On  July  21  the  Institute  moved  to  its  new 
quarters  on  the  third  floor  of  Athabasca  Hall. 

It  had  previously  been  located  in  two  offices 
on  the  fifth  floor  of  Education  Building  North. 


The  new  premises  of  the  Institute  consist 
of  seven  offices;  the  general  office,  the  di- 
rector's office,  the  Ukrainian  Language  Resource 
Centre,  the  editorial  centre,  the  research 
centre,  general  administration,  and  the  refe- 
rence library.  In  its  new  home  the  Institute 
will  be  able  to  develop  collections  of  re- 
source and  reference  materials  in  Ukrainian 
studies  and  in  teaching  Ukrainian  at  the  elemen- 
tary and  secondary  school  levels,  as  well  as 
accommodate  most  of  its  staff. 

EDMONTON'S  UKRAINIAN  PROFESSIONAL  AND  BUSINESS 
MEN'S  CLUB  RECEIVES  TEXTBOOK  GRANT 

On  August  25,  the  Hon.  Joseph  P.  Guay, 
Minister  of  State  for  Multiculturalism,  pre- 
sented Mr.  Orest  P.  Mulka,  president  of  the 
Ukrainian  Professional  and  Business  Men's  Club 
in  Edmonton,  with  a cheque  for  $88,600  to  print 
books  VI  and  VII,  workbooks  VI  and  VII,  and  the 
teachers'  guidebooks  to  the  language  develop- 
ment series  for  Grades  I - III  being  prepared 
by  Alberta  Education  for  the  English-Ukrainian 
bilingual  immersion  program  in  the  province. 

The  Institute  prepared  the  application  submit- 
ted to  the  Department  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  recent  grant  supplements  the  federal 
grant  of  $56,605  received  by  the  Ukrainian 
Canadian  Professional  and  Business  Federation  in 
1975  when  the  Federation's  executive  was  in 
Edmonton.  To  date,  that  grant  has  helped  to 
bring  out  the  first  four  books  and  workbooks  in 
the  language  development  series  and  several 
supplementary  teaching  materials  described  in 
"Teaching  Materials  for  the  Development  of  the 
Ukrainian  Language,"  available  without  cost  from 
the  Institute  on  request. 

From  the  sales  of  the  materials  produced 
to  date,  a self-revolving  fund  is  gradually 
emerging  which,  hopefully,  will  soon  be  large 
enough  to  print  the  basic  and  supplementary 
materials  approved  by  Alberta  Education  for 
the  Ukrainian  bilingual  program. 

UKRAINIAN  CULTURAL  AND  EDUCATIONAL  CENTRE 
RECEIVES  GOVERNMENT  GRANTS 

Within  the  last  year  the  Ukrainian  Cultural 
and  Educational  Centre  (Oseredok)  in  Winnipeg 
purchased  the  entire  building,  wherein  it  had 
previously  rented  two  floors.  Financed  largely 
by  the  Ukrainian  community,  it  has  recently 
received  federal,  provincial,  and  municipal 
grants  totalling  $215,000  to  renovate  its  new 
quarters  to  accommodate  expanding  programs. 

ST.  ANDREW'S  COLLEGE  AFFILIATED  WITH  THE 
UNIVERSITY  OF  MANITOBA 

An  affiliation  between  St.  Andrew's  College 
and  the  University  of  Manitoba  was  approved  in 
principle  by  the  University's  Senate  in  June. 
Funding  and  the  exact  nature  of  the  affiliation 
are  to  be  determined  within  the  next  nine  months. 


The  affiliation  affects  the  Faculty  of  Arts; 
the  College's  Faculty  of  Theology  as  well  as  all 
extracurricular  programs  remain  the  College's 
responsibility.
